What Statement Says. 

The statement, drafted by a special 
committee unéer instructions from the 
grange, says in part:

When he sells some of his products at 
less than cost he gets no redress, and 
it would be very unfair that when he 
is getting a fair price for some of his 
products to place an embargo on what 
he produces to lower the price and ul- 
timately reduce the supply.

jewelry valued at $60,000 owned by Mrs. 

Nearly all of the jew- 
elry has been recovered. 

Daggett, 42. years old and married, 
was. the guardian of the trust com- 
pany vault where the widow of the 
railroad capitalist kept her jewelry. 

“I found the: jewels one day on the 
floor of the vault,” Daggett told Police 
Inspector Faurot today. “The oppor- 
tunity presented itself. I was $700 in 
debt. My salary was not a large one. 
I was getting only $1,700 a year and I 
found it hard to live on that amount 
and keep up with things at Larch- 
mont. I was tempted many times to 
put the jewelry back, but I held it 
for some time, waiting to see who 
owned it. When no one claimed it 1 
decided to get a loan on some of it. 

“On many other occasions I had found 
jewelry in the booths and I always re- 
turned it.. Once I received a gold 
watch for my honesty.”

Several Other Workers Are 
Painfully Injured — Fire 


Department Praised for} 


Work in Handling Fire. 


Blown forty feet through a network 
of pipes, vats and gas apparatus, Mose 
Matthews, a negro, age 50 years, for a 
long time an employee of the Atlanta 
Gas company at its plant on Thur 
mond street, near Marietta street, 
is now lying at the point of death at 
Grady hospital, following the explosion 
of the-tar still at which he was work- 


ing. 

The accident occurred Friday aft- 
ernoon at 3:30 p’clock. Immediately 
following the FN great volumes 
of heavy black smoke swept over the 
city and attracted thousands to the 
scene. No other serious injury was 
suffered by any of the employees. Su- 
perintendent W. B. Harper, of the plant, 
was slightly burned and blistered by 
the flying tar. and oil forced from 
the tank at the time of the explosion, 
and John Jones, foreman of the plant, 
received minor burns in his efforts ‘to 


clothing of the old negro workman, 

: Cause of Explosion. _ 

According to Mr. Jones, the explosion 
was due to the increase of pressure of 
steam used inp the tar still to clear the 
tar when it has reached a point of 
660 degrees in heat. The still is fitted 
with a safety valve, but in some man- 
mer, due, according to, one workman, 
to the fact that the eed tar had col- 
lected about the valte, it refused to 


explosion resulted, blowing the sides

Joseph Ham, an employee ofthe 
plant, was standing within fifty feet 
of the still when {ft exploded. He de- 
clared that he saw the body of Mat- 
thews. hurled through the air at a ter- 
rific rate of speed. 

“His clothing was blazing when. we 
reached him,” declared Ham. “We did 
all we could to put out the fire. Final- 
ly we succeeded, but at that time I 
believed Mose was dead, he was burned 
s0 badly.” 

Sam Patten, another old negro em- 
ployee of the plant, who has been there 
for many years, declared that he heard 
the explosion, saw a brick hurtling to- 
ward him and immediately “left.” 

“I don’t know where I mout be now 
ef I hadn’ er run into } 
the corner,” declared the dp 
asked me where I was g0u) 
couldn’t tell him. I was gett 
from there.” 

Good Work by Firemen, 

Immediately following the explosion 
fire apparatus under direction of Chief 
Cody was rushed to the scene. Numbers 
of ambulances, called by relatives and 
friends of those working in the plant 
and who feared that a more disastrous 
catastrophe had occurred, soon reached 
the scene. It was the work of just 
thirty minutes by the clock for Chief 
Cody and his men to stop the great 
blaze, preventing it from reaching a 
huge gas .main which was within a 
few yards of the still. 

The gas matin, bHstered on the out- 
side with the excessive heat, was con- 
stantly played upon by the hose men, 
and the constant cooling and lack of 
the slightest leak is the only thing 
which prevented an explosion which 
would have crippled the entire city> 

According to the estimate of the gas 
company, the entire damage done 
amounts to $5,000. 

Matthews, the negro who was in- 
jured, was once before: blown a similar 
distance by a like explosion. Accord- 
ing to an employee of the plant, Mat- 
thews was working in a similar ca- 
pacity and was hurled thirty.feet or 
more. He spent two weeks in the hos- 
pital as the result of the burns. re- 
ceived. 

Immediately following the catas- 
trophe at thé gas plant, the mill across 
the street, the property of the Aico 
Feed milts; on Foundfy street, caught, 
Sparks coming from the fire across the 
railrea@ tracks and aided by the stirf 
wind, lodged in the dust. bin of the 
mill where a. smoldering blaze broke 
out. 

Chief Cody, with the aid of one hose 


line and the chemical outfit, soon had 
the fire tinder control and it was ex- 
tinguished within-a few minutes with 
little damage done. 

Late reports trom the hospital in- 
dicate that Matthews’ chances for re- 
covery are very slim. He is badly 
burned over jis entire body and the 
shock of the explesion, together with 
the pain of the burns, will probably re- 
sult in his d2ath within a few hours.

‘Using Knife--Admits Driv- 
‘ing Lawler to Scene of the 
Tragedy... . 


Huntsville, Ala., November 24.—Pro- 
bate Judge William T. Lawler, whose 
body was found in a*slough of the Ten- 
hessee river near here June 17, after 
he had been missing from his home 
three days, and whose death was fol- 
lowed. by the suicides soon aitarente 
of a Huntsville attorney and a sheriff 
of Madison county, who believed they 
were suspected in connection with the 
tragedy, was killed the night of June 
14 by David D. Overton, his political 
rival. Overton testified here today in 
his trial, on a charge of having mur- 
dered the jurist. 

The killing, Overton declared, which 
occurred on the Whitesburg bridge, 
was the result of a fight precipitated 
by Lawler, who he said attacked him 
with a knife when he refused to join 
Lawler in a plan to delay a report of 
the Madison county grand jury which 
then was in session. 

Drove Lawler to Bridge. 

Overton declared he drove Lawler to 
the Whitesburg bridge in his buggy at 
the latter’s suggestidn, to discuss po- 
litical differenees which they hoped to 
settle. “He denied he had anything to 
do with the disposition 
body, or with the alleged painting out 
of red blood spots on the Whitesburg 
bridge. 

He informed Sheriff Robert Phillips 
of the tragedy the night ft occurred, 
he said, and when he saw Phillips the 
next day the sheriff.told him the body 


“had not been: brought to town and that | 


no one would find it.” 

Sheriff PhiHips kiNed: himself ‘the 
week following the discovery of Law- 
ler’s ‘body, leaving word he could not 
bear the suspicion he believed was di- 
rected at him in ¢onnection with the 
jurtst’s death.

city last June, Was the last witness for 
the defense, which rested its case late 
today: He described what he said was 
a serious cut on the former clerk’s neck 
near the jugular veln. 

It is expected the state will cond” 
an examination in rebuttal early \ 
morrow, and that Overton’s fate will b 
in the hands:‘of the jury by noon. 

Overton’s testimony touched upon 
what he said were the friendly rela- 
tions between Lawler and himself 
when they were officials together in 
the Madison county courthouse, and of 
factional feeling which he said later 
developed during the campaign in the 
spring for the probate judgeship. 

Wanted to Settle Differences, 

Following the election in which Law- 
ler was the successful candidate, he 
declared, he (Overton) areagpee, anatere 
ly his defeat. Attempts befere the 
election, however, he said, were made to 


; 


{settle certain political differencés be- 


tween them, and to this end, on s€v-~- 
eral occasions he sent word to Lawler 
through State Senator Robert E. Sprag- 
ins, of Huntsville. 

“J told Spragins that if he would 
bring about a meeting I would assure 
him that our differences would be se 


tled; that I would make such conces=-" 


sions as to bring about a safe and con- 
servative campaign. Spragins never 
arranged the meeting, Judge Lawler 


holding back. 
WrAtter the election, on the afternoon 


of June 14, I saw Lawler at the court- 
house. He said he wanted to see me. 
We went to the basement and talked. 
Lawler said Spragins had delivered my 
message, and that he didn't see any 
reason for hurrying a conference. 

“He told me the grand jury, which 
was in session, was trying hard to de- 
stroy both of us, and wanted him to 
give information to destroy me. He 
said he declined and thougpt it 
time we were fetting together. I told 
him I weuld be glad to meet him any 
time with Senator Spragins present. He 
replied that he woulg meet me in 
Spragins’ office at 8 o'clock. 


house in my buggy shortly before 8, 
and found Lawler. He informed me 
Spragins couldn't be at the conference. 
We got in my buggy. Judge Lawler 
suggested that we drive down the 
Whitesburg pike. As we drove we dis- 
cussed politics. 

“Lawler said he-had found out the 
workings of the grand jury then in 
session, and that if we would co-oper- 
ate we could render the work of Special 
Solicitor Tate and his grand jury 
worthless. 

“At the Whitesburg bridge we got out 
of the buggy, and discussed _the poht- 
ical situation more in detail. Lawler 
suggested that we would wait until the 
town was quiet and see members of 
the grand jury and get them to delay 
their report until we could effect a re- 
consideration. 

Lawler Showed Feeling. 

‘TLawler mentioned the hames of cer- 
tain jurors I might see. I told him I 
wouldn't think of waking them up at 
that time of night to ask them to re- 
consider their work as grand jurors. 

“Lawler showed feeling for the first 
time, and declared he would hold me 
responsibie if the grand jury injured 
him. I suggested we return to town 
At this moment Lawler grabbed me and 
began to cut me. It wasa complete 
surprise to me. At the time we were 
on the Whitesburg bridge. 

“J tried to retreat, and tripped up. 
Lawler rushed at me, and when he 
would get me down, would cut me. | 
had a revolver, and, realizing my pre- 
dicament, began *o use it as a. club, 
striking Lawler on the head several! 
times.” 

As. Overton described what he said 
occurred on the bridge all eres in a 
erowded courtroom were fixed upon 
him, - A clearing of the throat or a 
covgh here and there was the only 
sound besides the voice of the w'‘tness 
that breke the stiliness.

VILLAS DEFEATED 


WITH HEAVY LOSSE 


{Second Attack on Chihua- 


hua City Fails--Deadly Ex- 
ecution Done by the Car- 
ranza Machine Guns. 


Chihuahua City, November 24.—(Via 
El Paso Junction.)—Another attack by 
the Villa. bandirs upon the city from 
the east was begun at 6 a. m. today 
and was repulsed, as were the previous 
attacks by the bandits, with heavy 
losses fo the attacking forces. 

The machine runs again did deadly 
execution in the rank’s of the bandits, 
who crept up from the east under cover 
of a deep arroyo, or dry wash. The 
rapid firers cut down the advancing 
thin lines of bandits like a mower in 
a field of standing grain. The dead 
and wounded were left on the battle- 
field, as was done in the previous as- 
eaults. When the enemy broke and 
ran in disorder the heavy artillery took 
up the brunt of the fighting as the 
machine guns were outranged. General 
Ozuna, commander of General Trevino’s 
cavalry, pursued the bandits and com- 
pleted their rout. The Villa forces fled 
toward the northwest and now are be- 
lieved to be out of touch with the 
remaining Villa commands. 

Governor Trevino Wounded. 

Among the wounded today was Gov- 
ernor Trevino, brother of General 
Trevino, who was shot in the hand. Two 
officers of General Trevino’s general 
staff have been killed. The body of 
General Julio Acosta, one of Villa’s 
commanders, was found to the west of 
the city, as was the body of Andres 
Sada, Villa’s secretary. 

General Acosta was killed in action 
by Colonel Cadera, of the Carranza cav- 
alry column, during the cavalry en- 
gagement yesterday. General Trevino, 
though wounded yesterday, was again 
in personal command today and made 
an inspection of the fortifications with 
his staff. 

An effort was made early this morn- 
ing to storm Santa Rosg hill which is 
fortified and commands the approaches 
to the city from the south, southeast 
and southwest. General Gonzales Cuel- 
lar’s infantry remained quiet and al- 
lowed the bandits to approach within 
easy rifle range before opening fire. 
When the advancing men were close, 
Cuellar’s men poured a murderou's fire 
into the first files, following this with 
volleys at intervals of one minute. The 
result was another retreat which start- 
ed at 2:30 a. m. and prevented the

AGREEMENT REACHED 
T0 TEST ADAMSON LAW 


Preliminary Obstacles to Early 
Decision by the Supreme 
Court Are Removed. 


Kansas City, Mo., November 24.—All 
preliminary obstacles to a decision by 
the supreme court of the United States 
on the Adamson law were wiped out 
today. 

The case of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe and of other railroads which 
had applied to Judge John C. Pollock 


in the United States district court at 
Kansas City, Kan., were by agreement 
of counsel for the government and 
railroads postponed until after a de- 
cision by the supreme court in the case 
of the Missouri, Oklahoma and Gulf 
railroad, heard hurriedly here Wednes- 
day by Judge ‘“Villiam C. Hook, who 
held that the law was unconstitutional. 
Walter D. Hines, chairman of the com- 
mittee of railroad counsel, said simi- 
lar postponements would be requested 
in all courts of the country where in- 
junction suits hud been filed and the 
only possible hitch in the proceedings 
now lies in the question whether the 
highest court will advance the case 
and render a decision by January 1 
when the law becomes effective. 


Washington, November 24.—Attorney 
General Gregory late today telegraphed 
the government attorneys in Kansas 
City that he approved the plans for 
expediting to the supreme court a test 
case to determine’the constitutionality 
of the Adamson act, agreed upon there 
by the governient counsel and rail- 
road attorneys. The case to be used 
as a test is that brought by the Mis- 
souri, Oklahoma and Gulf railroad, in 
which Judge Hook, of the federal dis- 
trict court at Kansas City, decided 
against the government. The tran- 
script of the record in that case is ex- 
pected at the dcpartment of justice to- 
morrow and will be promptly filed with 
the supreme court. 

The attorney general said the agree- 
ment would be sigved by the govern- 
ment and railroad counsel in Kansas 
City.

Tax Commissioner John 
Hart Testify as to 1905 


| Reduction in Rates. 


To refute the southeastern carriers’ 
charge that they were coerced into re- 
ducing freight tariffs in this territory 
in -1905, the general restoration of 
which, January 1, 1916, is being fought 
before the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, represented here by George Gib- 
son, Washington, D. C. examining at- 
torney for the commission, United 
States Senator Hoke Smith and John C. 
Hart, attorney general of Georgia in 
1905, were called to the witness stand 
in the hearing yesterday. 

For the railroads, Freight Traffic 
Manager Greené, of the Southern rall- 
way, was the only witness called. 

Identified With Fight. 

Senator Smith’s and Judge Hart's tes- 
timony was asked by the Atlanta 
Freight Bureau, the principal in the 
present fight against the existing rates, 
because they were prominently identi- 
fied as counsel for the state in the 
1905 fight for the reduction of rates 
to Atlanta, as was also William A. 
Wimbish, chief of counsel for the peti- 
tioners in the case at bar. 

The testimony of the two witnesses 
was largely in the form of a,review of 
the old fight, and was listened to with 
interest by a crowd which comfortably 
filled the courtroom. Both witnesses 
flatly and emphatically denied the 
charge that coercion had any bearing 
whatever upon the former rates re- 
vision. 

The railroads charged that in 1905 
the state, Atlanta, the Atlanta Freight 


gether in collusion, and, by refusing to 
make any concessions, made the lower- 
ing of the freight tariffs compulsory. 

Senator Smith and Judge Hart, how- 
ever, in denial of this charge, told of 
the state railroad commission’s adop- 
tion of two orders in 1904 requiring the 
lowering of commodity rates.

“On xhe Moldavian front there was, 
no change. In the region of Dragosla- 
vele there was a listless artillery bom- 
bardment. In the Alt valley also ar- 
tillery fighting occurred in our center 
and right wings. On the left the en- 
emy made a violent attack. In the 
Olenie valley our troops, under pres- 
sure of superior enemy forces, have 
withdrawn on the left bank of the Ol- 
tetz river. 

“Along the Danube infantry firing 
occurred with active artillery oOpera- 
tions.

A great deal of the time of the North

Patterson was completely 
exonerated of all charges of maladmin- 
istration preferred against him by a 
former member. of one of his churches 
in the Bethlehem circuit. .As pastor of 
the church Mr. Patterson had approach- 
ed the member referred to, asking fora 
contribution to a benevolent collection 


the member had vowed to support on 
joining the church. The member re- 
fused to contribute, and when urged to 
do so by the pastor and assured by him 
that’ his refusal to do so would not be 
in keeping with his vows and would 
prove a hindrance to the remainder of 
the congregation, askeq the pastor to 
remove his name from the church rolls. 


After the pastor had made effort to 


dissuade the member from taking such 
a step, he finally removed the name 
from the roll. 
Completely Exonerated. 

Charging that.the pastor, Mr. Patter- 
son, had acted beyond his authority, 
the aforesaid member asked the con- 
ference to deal with the pastor as 
guilty of maladministration. Upon in- 
vestigation the conference found the 
charges to be ungrounded, and by one 
of the most unanimous and hearty votes 
ever cast, completely exonerated Mr. 
Patterson. : 

Pursuant to the instructions given 
all annual conferénces, this conference 
today gave consideration to the ques- 
tion of increasing the lay membership 
of annual conferences. The plan con- 


templated making all conference lay 
leaders and district lay leaders ex-of- 
ficio members of annual conferences. 
When the vote was taken in this con- 
ference today, each member’s name be- 
ing called 253 votes were cast. Of 
this number 203 were against the proe 
posed increase.

Eastman, Ga., November 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Sidney Stevens, bookkeeper for 
the Eastman-Cotton Qi! mill, and son 
of G. A, K. Stevens, Atlanta lawyer, 
was shot and probably fatally wounded 
in the office and commissary of the 
company this morning between 12 and 
1 o'clock, by Reppard Adams, a young 
man 18 years old, who resided near the 
mill and who was a brother-in-law to 
Ed Hatcher, the night watchman. Ad- 
ams in turn was shot and killed by Mr. 
Stevens, five bullets taking effect in 
Adams’ body. 

For some time the officials of the 
company have been missing goods from 
the commissary, which is in the same 
building as the office. Last night Su- 
perintendent B. C. Whittle and Mr. 
Stevens secreted themselves in the 
building to watch for the burglar. A 
the time stated Adams gained-entrance 


through a window. A searchlight was 
thrown on him by Mr. Stevens. who 
commanded him to throw up his hands. 
Instead of complying Adams fired hits 
istol at Stevens, the bullet entering 
tevens’ body just below the heart.

PROHIBITION’S EXPANSE. 


With the coming of Montana into the 
prohibition fold last election day, the north- 
west became the largest “dry” area on the 
globe, outside of Russia. There now is a 
solid block of states—Washington, Oregon, 
Idaho and Montana—traditionally the real 
“wild and wooly” section of the west, com- 
prising an area .of 391,753 square miles 
within which no saloon nor distillery nor 
brewery is suffered to exist, where, as a 
Washington newspaper puts it, “prohibition 
and prosperity ruic.” 

Add to this the vast domain of British 
Columbia, adjoining our own northwest on 
the north, in which John Barleycorn is 
taboo, and we have a solid area extending 
from the northern boundary line of Califor- 
nia to beyond the Arctic circle and from 
the Dakotas to the Pacific seaboard as free 
from the taint of alcoholics as they can be 
made in the face of the federal postal regu- 
lations, which work toward the nullification 
of the states’ dry laws. 


That the voters of the northwest really | 


want prohibition, after their two years’ ex- 
periment, was forcefully shown on last 
election day, when the issue in one form or 
another was up for vote in each of the 
northwestern states mentioned and in Cal- 
ifornia.

REDUCING FIRE LOSSES. 


New York city: under the administration 
of its fire department by a Georgian, Robert 
Adamson, a former member of the staff of 
The Constitution, has made more marked 
advance in fire prevention than in any pre 
vious period of its history. 3 

In one year Fire Commissioner Adamso 
cut the fire loss of that city, where they 
have 30 to 50 fire calls a day, by 32 cents 
per capita, by $140 per fire and brought 
about an aggregate reduction in the total 
loss of $2,460,793. The per capita loss was 
reduced from $1.38 to $1.06, the loss per fire 
from $569.69 to $429.11, and the aggregate 
loss from $8,217,811 to $5,757,018. This is 
about the lowest figure reached in fire 
losses since the consolidation of the various 
cities which go to make up Greater New 
York. 

For a single year’s results these figures 
are nothing short of remarkable. They are 
both a tribute to Commissioner Adamson 
and a lesson to the rest of the country, par- 
ticularly so to other communities where fire 
protection has been reduced to a more or 
less systematic basis. 

Commissioner Adamson, in his report 
upon these results, attributes them to three 
principal causes. First of all, he puts sys- 
tematic fire prevention, including monthly 
building inspections by firemen, and in- 
creased efficiency of the uniformed force, 
due to the fire college and school of instruc- 
tion training. Other causes included the in- 
stallation of more: sprinkler systems and 
substantial structural fire prevention work 
in large buildings. Regular reports are 
made upon every instance of fire prevented 
by sprinkler or structural work, and instal- 
lation of the most modern and effective of 
preventive structures is everywhere encour- 
aged. 

But, best of all, perhaps, or at least 
equally important, is the persistent educa- 
tion of the public with regard to fire pre- 
vention measures. This is done through ad- 
yertisements in the street cars, on Dill- 
boards, in the newspapers, in theater pro- 
grams; in fact, everywhere. The people are 
continually cautioned against doing those 
things which are liable to cause fires, and 
there is constantly kept before them advice 
as to their own action in case of fire, with 
a view to the prevention of panic. 

So that the policies which have been 
adopted and put into practice under Com- 
missioner Adamson’s administration of the 
department have not only resulted in an un- 
usually large reduction in the fire losses, 
but in a material decrease in the loss of life 
in those fires where the lives of persons 
have been put in peril. 

The net result has been not only the 
conservation of life and property in far 
greater proportionate degree than ever be- 
fore, but, naturally, a reduction in insurance 
charges—results which any community 
might easily attain through the adoption of 
similar methods.

I 
remember years ago when I studied Hitch- 
cock’s Geology in a college in Tennessee, 
one of the lessons treated of the Atlantic 
ocean having extended that far into the in- 
terior of the state. That was in Houston 
county, about the middle of the state. 


I little thought then that 1 would live 
-in reach of the actual demonstration of that 


lesson, but many times my husband took me 
out driving over White's ridge in that coun- 
ty, and he would stop his horses and I would 
get out and roam around, inspecting the im- 
mense boulders consisting of masses of small 
sea shells. Many of these were too heavy 
to move, unless by horsepower. I often 
wondered why some man who was fond of 
geology had not had one moved igto his 
grounds to interest his children in. the study 
of geology. 

Mica, feléspar and quartz abound in sec- 
tions, where gold is found, but not in suffi- 
cient quantities to pay the expensee of min- 
ing. I have seen on exhibition at the state 
fair the most beautiful specimens of quartz 
that I have ever seen. Human hands would 
not have made anything like it. 

Georgia is a wonderful state. The cli- 
mate is adapted to the growth of anything. 
The pecans grown in the vicinity of Smith- 
ville, Albany and in counties below are as 
fine as anyone could desire. Watermelons 
are grown as sweet and large as anywhere. 
Elberta peaches are delicious; pears are an- 
other fine fruit. 

Then it has been decided by scientific 
apple growers that the mountainous section 
of north Georgia, rivals the world in apples. 
This by scientific men who have made this 
subject a study—and to Georgia they yield 
the palm, 

Thousands and thousands of cabbage 
plants are shipped by parcel post to Okla- 
homa and Texas and other western states. 
Sweet potatoes cannot be equaled that are 
grown in Clarkston, Ga. I have shipped 
some to New York-and they wanted more 
“Nancy Hall’ sweet potatoes. So we say 
“Hurrah for Georgia!” 7

Wrapping Paper Waste. 


(From The Washington Post.) 

° One of the commonest things in daily life 
is a piece of wrapping paper. It is torn off 
the package which it envelopes and is thrown 
away, wasted. So accustomed have the peo- 
ple of today become to paper bags and wrap- 
pers that they no longer consider them as 
items of value. Yet in the aggregate the 
paper bill of a store is ome of the heaviest 
factors of expense. The customer, of course, 
pays that bill, just as he pays the rent and 
coal and light bills, the clerk’s hire, the cost 
of goods and the cost of delivery. It all 
goes in the charge on the item that is sold 
over the counter or sent home by wagon or 
messenger. 

The greater part of the paper wrapping 
done in the stores today is needless. Goods 
already boxed or covered are carefully done 
up in paper before being delivered. It looks 
neater thus, and conceals the identity of the 
article. Storekeepers and managers follow 
this practice because customers demand or 
expect it. It has become a custom of trade 
to send out nothing that is unwrapped. The 
result is an enormous waste of paper and 
boxes made of paper, which, going into the 
bills and ¢harges, adds heavily to the cost of 
living. 

An increasing percentage of goods vend- 
ed at retail come in cartons or containers, 
Articles of food are thus prepared as a meas- 
ure of cleanliness, Articles of wear are 
boxed or wrapped at the factory as a mat- 
ter of neatness and facility of handling. At 
the stores these goods could be delivered di- 
rectly to the consumers by hand or by deliv- 
ery without wrapping, with no deterioration 
or risk. Every ounce of paper used in coy- 
ering them represents an absolute waste. 

Most of the wrapping paper used in this 
country is made of sulphate, a form of wood

measure comes from abroad. The war in 
Burope has curtailed this stock and caused 
a heavy increase in the price of “kraft,” as 
this sort of paper is styled in the trade, 
Consequently, the paper bills of retailers 
have advanced heavily during the last two 
years, and, as already stated, this advance 
has gone into the general account and has 
been paid by the consumer. 

It is to the interest of every individual 
who buys goods to demand economies at the 
stgres, to ask that goods already boxed be 
not wrapped, or that in the wrapping cheap- 
er grades of paper be used. If everybody in 
Washington would adopt this attitude and 
make it known to the retailers from whom 
they buy that they prefer their purchases to 
be delivered with a view to economy, the 
total cost of buying in this city would fall 
appreciably.

Following the success of the Wright 
biplane, Sir Hiram renewed his long 
continued inkerest in aviation and in 
1910 pérfected a machine which he 
declared* had certain advantages over 
the Wright’s. It: was he who, with 
others, interested the British. govern- 
ment in beginning its organization of 
an aerial navy, and; though he was 70 
‘years old, he lived to see the great 
war bring air fighting to pass in even 
greater measure, probably, than he 
himself had dreamed. 

In addition to his gun and aeroplane, 
he patented many electrical inventions, 
inclvding incandescent lamps, 8elf-reg- 
ulating current machines, several 
pieces of ordnance and a smokeless 
powder. 

‘The aged inventor took.a keen interest 
in the war, and from time totime there 
were unconfirmed reports of his in- 
vention of devices to meet the needs 
of the war, one of them being an ap- 
paratus to counteract the effects of 
the poisonous gases which the Germans 
were first to bring into use. In 1915 
he was appointed a member of. the in- 
ventions board of the. British muni- 
tions department under Lloyd-George. 

Sir Hiram applied himself so stren- 
vi tigg' 4 to science throughout his long 
life that ‘even his recreations were

If the agreement -i's ratified there 
will begin a long consideration of the 
remaining questions that the American 
government regards as vital to the full 
restoration of friendly relations with 
Mexico. These include taxes, threats 
to confiscate property, sanitary condi- 
tions and claims. Such problems are 
rewarded hy the Americans as essen- 
tially basic and necessary to an un- 
derstanding. 

Text of Lane’s Statement. 

The statement issued by Secretary

Large Flashlamp Trade. 


(From The Electrical World.) 

Trade in flashlamps has grown to a 
tremendous total, increasing this year 
to reater totals than ever before. 
Much of this has been for foreign 
consumption, although there has been 
an extraordinary demand from the do- 
mestic markets. A considerable part 


of the export business was to supply |. 


the soldiers in the trenches in Europe 
with lamps, and also for distribution 
in the British isles. e air-raid de- 
fense acts curtailed the electric light- 
ing to such an extent that there has 
developed a flourishing demand in 
England for flashlamps. 

The sale of flashlamps in this coun- 
try has been large for more than one 
reason. It has now outgrown the nov- 
elty stage and has taken its place as a 
commodity. Almost every hardware 
shop, electrical dealer’s astore, dry 
goods store, drug store and many others 
handle and push flashlamps. 

Raw materials are hard to obtain 
and for that reason production has 
been curtailed to some extent. The 
cases are for the most part made of 
brass with a nickel finish, and these 
materials being in the war order class 
are about the most difficult of the raw 
products to obtain. Fiber is also used 
to a considerable extent for cases and 
this, too, is way behind on delivery. 
With one or two exceptions pro- 
ducers have not as yet raised their 
prices to the domestic consumer in 
spite of the heavy increase in cost of 
materials. It is their aim to try to 
keep prices down "y, increasing the 
volume of output. he 1916 output 
of batteries for flashlamps has been 
conservatively estimated at 130,000.,- 
000, of which it is estimated 100,000- 
000 will be taken by the domestic trade 
and 30,000,000 by the export trade. 


‘ Three Rules for Landlords. 


(J. M. Bell, in The Progressive 
Farmer.) 

The writer has had about twenty 
years’ experience with tenants on 
farms, sOme white and some negroes. 
So I feel that I may say a few things 
about our southern plan of renting out 
farms. My idea is that three things 
are necessary to secure justice for both 
landlord and tenant. 

1. Lease out the particular property 
for from three to five years. Five 
years is a much more profitable ar- 
rangement. 

2. See that your tenants have com- 
fortable homes. 

3. If possible, never rent an acre of 
land to any man who just wants tu 
raise one crop, and then (living off 
your farm) hauls all of his share to 
his next home. This kind of tenant 
will injure .your chances of success as 
a landlord, will keep himself poor, and 
at the end of ten years’ renting by him 
all hands in the deal] are worse off. 


Don't pull down the windows at 
night when it begins to get cooler. 
Fresh air is about the only exceedingly 
valuable material thing to be had in 
this world without money and without 
price, and we ought to take plenty of 
it. As a health agency it is a hundred 
times better than medicine, besides be- 
ing cheaper and pleasanter to take.— 
The Progressive Farmer. 


Have you considered the organization 
of a rural credit association in your 
community? True, it may be spring 
before the system is in full operation, 
but it will also take some time for a 
local association to organize and get 
everything in shape for getting loans. 
If your community can advantageous-

Eighty Thousand Fans to 
Witness the Annual Game 
Between Old Eli and the 
Crimson Eleven. 


New Haven, Conn., November 24.— 
The climax of the eastern football sea- 
son will be reached here tomorrow with 
the meeting of the elevens of Harvard 
and Yale universities in the Yale bowl, 
the largest football arena in the coun- 
try. 

Every seat of the seventy-six thou- 
sand available in the huge bowl 
has been sold for several weeks 
and applications for more than 30,000 
additional returned unfilled. The de- 
mand has been so keen that very few 
coupons have found their way into the 
hands of speculators. Those for sale 
from these sources are being quoted at 
fabulous prices, yet finding ready pur- 
chasers. 

This intense interest in the game is 
striking, in view of the fact that the 
contest will not decide the eastern 
football championship as has been the 
case in some former years. Of the two 
elevens Harvard has the better record 
in games won and also in consistent 
improvement and is a logical favorite 
in the wagering. The famous fighting 
spirit of the Blue, however, prevents 
Crimson adherents from offering any- 
, thing but short odds, notwithstanding 
the fact that in the last four games 
Harvard has won from Yale by scores 
of 20-0> 15-5, 36-0 and 41-0. 

Rival teams which have faced the 
Blue this autumn are of the opinion 
that if the combination once realizes 
its powers and swings into smooth ac- 
tion it will be hard to stop. Such a 
change is, to some extent, a matter of 
football psychology and might occur 
almost between halves. It is for thie 
reason that Harvard is not counting in 
advance upon victory.

THREE WARRING POWERS 
FAVOR PEACE LEAGUE 


Messages of Good Will Sent 
by France, Germany 
and Britain. 


New York, November 24.—Messages 
of good will from the chancellories of 
three of Europe’s warring powers were 
read at a dinner given here tonight by 
the League to Enforce Peace. The pur- 
pose of the banquet was to consider a 
program for a permanent league of na- 
tions at the close of the great con- 
flict. 

Approval of the principle proposed 
was given by Aristide Briand, premier 
of France; Chancellor von Bethmann- 
Hollweg, of Germany, and Viscount 
Grey, Great Britain’s secretary of state 


for foreign affairs. 
Premier Briand’s message said: 
: “In basing your effort on the funda- 
mental principles of respect for the 
rights and wishes of the various peo- 
les of the world, you are certain of 
eing on common ground with the 
countries who, in the present conflict, 
are giving their blood and their re- 
sources without counti the cost, to 
eave the independence of the nations. 

From Viscount Grey the following 
message was received: 

“t sincerely desire to see a league of 
nations formed and made effective to 
gceure future peace of the world after 
his war is over.” 

. Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg 
aid: 

, “Germany will at all times be ready 
to enter a league for the purpose of re- 
straining the disturbers of peace.” 

Lord Bryce, former British ambassa- 
dor to the United States, also sent to 
tormer President Taft, president of the 
league, who presided at the dinner, the 
following: “Those working here on 
your lines send heartiest sympathy 
with and best wishes for your league's
